‘Dr. Cannon was recalled by his 
Lordship this- morning who asked 
witness if he could™give any pos- 
sible theory as to. why the prison- 
er had committed robbery after 
killing the girls, ‘Witness replied 
that kleptomania was frequently 
associated with such cases, also 
that robbery, homicide and suicide 
ran together when a person was 
under uncontrollable impulses, 

Lunatics Are Cunning 
- His Loydship: asked if, assum- 
ing that prisoner was insane at 
the moment when the alleged 
crime was committed. would he 
uhave taken such care as to row 
himself to shore, ship the oars, 
place the knife in a position

AVIATION TO-DAY 


HOME AND OVERSEAS 
SERVICES 


The . proceedings at the Harrogate 
Congress of the Institute of Transport 
opened with a paper by Lieut. Colonel 
LA.H, Edwards, C.M.G., on “Internal 
Air Services and Overseas. Con- 
nections.” - ae : 

Aviation in Great, Britain, he. said,: 
was ut present being expected to de- 
velop under most impossible conditions. 
Gutside London there was hardly 2 
town which ‘had adequate and con- 
venient facilities for flying. While 
£56,000,000 to £60,000,000 were being 
spent each yet on new roads and large 
sums on “railway improvements . and 
practically nothing was 
being devoted to acrodromes. At pre- 
sent ratlweys and: highways occupied 
2,820 square, miles. t-class aero- 
dromes spaced at 10-mile intervals, thus 
providing flying - facilities within “five 
miles of practically every house'in the 
country, would occupy only 102 square 
miles. It was encouraging, therefore, 
that 60 towns were taking steps to pro 
vide themselves ‘with nercdromes as 
near as possible to their commercial 
centres, but unless the appropriate sites 
@ere secured without delay, their price 
would rise ot they would be built over. 
Such 2 development would inevitably 
bring an increase -in trade and amply 
justify the moderate expenditure need. 
ed, but it was not a matter for the Gov- 
ernment, ‘but for the local authorities. 
In fact, it was quite impossible to estab- 
lish .a ease for the provision of aero- 
dromes, except on the basis of muni- 
cipal ownership. 

“No Scope” . 

It was frequently stated that there 
was no seope for air services in_this 
eountry owing to the excellence of our 
railway and road transport and. the 
short distances involved. Time was, 
however the real factor, and many 
American air mail routes were.no long- 
er than the distances in. Britain. 
It was also argued that business men 


‘| preferred: to travel at night. This was 


disproved by an examination of: the 
xailway time tables. He was therefore 
convinced that the air would be used, 
ance well-organised facilities were pro- 
vided, 28 a saving in the time spent’ in 
travelling meant that more productive 
work would be performed. Speedy 
mail communications, ‘too, would have 
a beneficial effect on business: - 
The saying in’. time, which 
could be obtained by fiying,. 
was in’ some instances  near- 
ly 75 .per -cent. for example 
it now took 4 hours-to travel by rail 
from Glasgow - to Newcastle, and 6 
hours 40 minutes from Swansea to 
Manchester. By air, the correspond- 
ing times would be 1 hour 15 minutes 
and 2 hours 10 minutes. Mails could be 
despatched from the city post office to 
the aerodrome by pneumatic tube, as 
was already successfully done in Berlin. 


“Isolated” 


At the present time the whole of the 
island, with the exception: of London, | 
wan, aerially’ speaking, isolated, This 
called for the establishment of feeder 
services to Croyden and Hull, with 
direct connections from the latter city 
to continental business centres.

published in the “China Mail” yes- 
terday, is the following “Summary 
of the..Chamber's Records” with 
regard + to -the rescue ‘tug “Kau, 
Sing”:

making her more easily manoeuvred 
and with less chance of getting foul 
and put out of action.” 

Another Government suggestion 
was that the vessel should -have 
“water tube boilers with oil fuel 
steam to be generally quickly in 
typhoon weather.” ; 

The question was referred by the 
Government to the Chamber of Com- 
imerce, which appointed a Special 
Committee ,consisting of Messrs.

gistry), under the Chairmanship 

of Mr. R. Sutherland (Chairman 
of the Shipping Sub-Committec).

“The Shanghai Tug & Lighter 
Company purchased one of these res- 
eue tugs (same as ‘Kan Sing’); after 
experience with the first one they 
followed up. by buying two. more;

handle admirably.”

“Tug boat work is sedmanship of 
a higniy specialised kind . requiring 
both -‘the gift? and experience. The 
arrangement which obtains at pre- 
sent of sending off one of the Har- 
bour Office officials’in temporary com- 
mand of the ‘Kau. Sing’ as occasion 
.arises is neither fair to the Master 
nor to the vessel, and before she. is 
to be regarded as- unsuitable she 
should be continuously employed for 
@ period of at least twelve months 
under the command. of a Master who 
has had experience’ of handling small 
high powered vessels under such con- 
ditions as are to be found in an 
outside Hong Kong Harbour.

LADY MACBETH | 


A “GREAT BAD D WOMAN" TO BE * 


FEARED 


“ESSENTIALLY FEMININE: 


There has always been and iar 
jprobably always will be, the most 
remarkable divergence of views 


with. regard to Lady’: Macbeth, 
writes Esme Beringer in the “Morn- 
ing Post.”~ If she does not mean 
all men, she certainly appeara to ré- 
present .a considerable number of 
different things to a great many 
men, and women. She is regarded 
by most .of her critics as a maseu- 
line who dominated ‘her husband 
mentally and physically. 

Halitt says of her: “She is a 
great bad woman whom we hate, but 


||whom we.fear more thafi we hate.” 


Dr. Johnson, always rather: sweep- 
ing in his condemnation of women, 
looked: on -her as a kind of ogress; 
who is merely detested. She haa 
also. been referred to as “human 
witch, more terrible than-the siper- 
natural witches.” Schiegel sums 
her up blunt!y as a fiend. 


Mrs. Siddons, with whom the part | 


of Lady Macbeth. is inseparably 
connected, says: “I play her as a 
woman inherently selfish and im- 
perious, not. devoted to the wish 
and purposes of her husband,. but 
remorselessly determined to work 
him to the fulfilment of her own.” 

Personally, I-disagree with those 
critics who regard Lady Macbeth as 
a fiend and a monster, nor do I think 
she can be considered from any 
point of view, a masculine woman. 
I am of the belief that she dominat- 
ed Macheth mentally, but not phy- 
sically. 
man of big physique, a. Scottish 
warrior. -Here was no weakness of 
vitality, no lack of virility to be 
overriden by a woman of masculine 
strength. 
- Her Methods 

To my mind Lady Muacbeth's me- 
theds are _ essentially feminine. 
When Macbeth tries to estape from 
her influence, she attacks him from 
every point, from. every 
angle with a woman's most 
subtle weapons doubling on him 
when he tries to elude her, leaving 


{him no peace, showing him no mercy 


till she bends him to her will. These 
are all feminine tactics, not | ™mascu- 


| line ones. 


She also seems to mie to possess 


-/a certain kind of typically feminine 


vision, a vision concentrated on one 
objective to the exclusion of every- 
thing else. She does not see round 
that objective, as it were, but ig con- 
scious only of the _ ultimate 
goal, and is entirely oblivious of 
possible results or consequences. 

All through the play we see how 
she over-estimates her own strength 
as women so offen-do. _ 

Even in the first act she -has to 
call on the powers of evil to help 
her to plan the murder of Duncan, 
and in spite of their aid, when it 
comes to the point she cannot bring- 
herself to kill him. “Had he not 
resembled my father as he slept, I 
had done’t,” Nature was stronger 
in her at. that moment of revul- 
sion than the powers of evil. 

After the murder she contemptu- 
ously tells Macbeth: “My hands 
are your colour, but I shame to wear 
a heart so white,” and although she 
is convinced of her own indifference

WARNING BY CHURCH: TIMES 

The Church Times;.. describing 
prohibition in America as “a gilly 
and €vil law,” gave'a word of warn- 
ing to those who might desire to 
make Prohibition’ a plank in British 
elections. 

Such people, points out the 
Church Times; “should study the 
Prohbition bill of America, which 
| ast year totalled £185,000,000, 

““In addition to this gigantic sum 

the toll of human lives must also be 


| considered,” continues the article, 
“nor .can “America. set off ‘against |. 
‘|-this: loss any great reduction 


in 
crime, Indeed, the fact remains 
that in spite-‘of -Prohibition ‘the 
criminal statistics of the United 
States remain, as their President 
has recently observed, exceptional- 
| ly high.” 

The article states that the idea 
that it was possible to bring up the 
rising generation without know- 
ledge of alcohol had proved to be 
absurd. Yet janother indictment 
of Phohibition* was that “this ab- 
surd: policy” might. estrange rela- 
tions between - Canada and the 
States. 

“That a foolish law,” says the 
.Chureh Times; “should threaten 
the friendly relations between two 
great countries is deplorable. While 
the American people insist on 
keeping this perverse legislation on 
their Statute book, we consider that 
British subjects act wrongly in en- 
‘dangering lives by helping Amerl- 
cans to violate it; but no less blame- 
worthy are the foolish people among 
ourselves who give any moral sup- 
port to a silly and evil law.” 


Local Option 


In a paragraph of its summary 
the Church Times condemns the 
legislative programme of the Tem- 
berance Council of the Christian 
Churches. This programme em- 
braces Local Option, the bringing 
of clubs .into line with public 
houses, and Sunday closing. 

Of local option the Church Times 
says that it-is not democratic, and 
insists that.a majority. of 75 per 
cent. should be essential.

Sunday closing is condemned in

) SpBED RACING ON NEW 
ROADS 


EX-SECRETARY & ROAD HOGS 


“It ig a very remarkable thing 
that ‘the most dangerous occupation 
in life seems to be that of the 
pedestrian.” c 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks made 
this observation at the annual lun- 
cheon of the National Safety, 
First Association at the Hotel .Vic- 
toria.. He had drawn attention to 
the remarkable fact that whereas 
industrial accidents were steadily 
diminishing, the toll of the road was 
increasing year by year. . 

Sir William commented on the 
lack of public’ interest in industrial 
accidents. In respect of these in 
the last ten years over £60,000,000 
had been paid in workmen’s com- 
pensation. ‘So far as he had been 
able to form an estimate, the total 
cost to industry of the accidents 
was four times the sum actually 
paid in compensation.—£240,000,000 
in ten years, + : 

“Much had been done by safety 
first organisations to reduce the 
number of industrial accidents. Sir 
William instanced the case of a 
large undertaking which, since it 
had adopted" safety first methods, 
had been able to-effect a saving on 
its insurance premium of 48. per 
£100 of wages. The size of the 
undertaking could be judged from 
the fact that the annual saving on 
insurance premiums which thereby 
resulted amounted to £1,000. 

“The general public are more 
interested in accidents on the road,” | 
continued the Home Secretary. 
“While I have been able to give you 
this wonderful diminution of indus- 
trial accidents, I. have no such re- 
cord to give you of road accidents. 

In 1928 more than twice as many 
persons were killed in road accid- 
ents as there were in industrial ac- 
cidents, : 

Something Must be Done 

Between 1926 and 1928 the num- 
bér of persons killed on the roads 
increased from 4,886 to 6,138. Of 
that number 3,255 were pedestrians, 
‘men and women who were entitled 
to be on the King’s highway, pursu- 
ing their ordinary avocations, not 
{engaged in dangerous trades, but, 
just walking.about the-streets. 

“I want to say quite frankly to 
the great motoring commutiity that 
something has got to be done in 
regard to this question. 

“¥ am constantly being pressed in 
the House of Commons—and rightly. 
so—to know what steps are going 
ta be taken to stop the driving 
which is the cause of all: these ac- 
cidents. I am not denying that| 
there is a good deal of carelessness | 
on the part of foct passengers, 

“T know that-a good many accid- 
ents which result in death or injury 
are not caused by the driver of the 
motor vehicle. . At the same time, 
you have gat this one great fact— 
that the pedestrian, is entitled to be 
there. You never will convince 
walker in the streets - that he is 
‘| bound to exercise greater care be- 

cause of the introduction of this 

new type of vehicle on the roads. 
“That is the difficulty. By per- 

suasion, by education, we may im- 

prove the alertness and the care the 

foot passenger takes of his own 

life, but you never will -be able to 
1 | treat itasa punishable offence that 
a man allows himself to be run over. 
(Laughter) | : 

“Therefore it comes back to this, 
that these who are concerned with 
the driving of motor vehicles have 
got to pay very much more regard to 
the safety of the public’in order to 
prevent this terrible and ever-grow-' 
ing toll of the roads, which grows 
exactly in proportion to the increase 
in the number of motor vehicles on 
the streets. This is the. only or- 
ganisation which can appeal both to 
the pedestrian and the driver, and 
I do ask for greater support from 
the motoring community. .

_NEW VERSIONS OF OLD - 
IDEAS 


- "At the present time, while the pro- 


duction departments of the car fac- 
tories are striving to keep to time 
with deliveries, the experimental 
staffs are equally busy, their con- 
cern being the testing and develop- 
ment of new ideas for 1930. - + 
The gearbox used to-day is near- 
ly 30 years old in essentials, re- 
marks .“The Motor’; the. free-wheel 
mechanism is much older, and yet 
only récently were seriotis attempts 
made to combine the two for use on 
cars.

An interesting ‘article under the 
above heading appeared in a re- 
cent issue of Cassier’s Industrial 
Management and Mechanical 


Handling, the object being to give | 


a comparison, as far as possible, 
of the merits and demerits of the 
two types. As is well known, the 


‘}use of .power-operated appliances 


for the handling of - matetials, 
parts and ‘finished products 
wherever possible is one of the 
essentials of efficient production, 
and in view of this we are giv- 
ing a review of the points made 
by the writer.
